cient to say, that the object of your informant bas not been to give the shipments o! 
ores from all the mines, simply because that we have no wish to interfere in other 
persons’ affairs, and much less to state the amount of ares raised from the three or 
four mines which have been reported as shipping ores to this market; most of the 
ores raised from these mines find purchasers in Ameriean markets. The objeet of 
these shipments is to test the English market, as compared with the American mar- 
keta, for this class of ores. 

Your correspondent is not only at fault in regard to the capabilities of the Tennes- 
see Mines, but also in regard to their actual production. The views of your corre- 
spondent in regard tothe value of the Hiwassee, and the old Tennessee Mines, are un- 
doubtedly correct, and yet those mines, rich as they are, do not rank among the most 
valuable in that district. Thesales agent in New York wrote by the last mail—“ Tam 
nowshipping ores, through Mr, Belmont, to Messrs, Rothschild, of London and Paris, 
1 have sbhipped— -

In our western level, at Tennessee Mine, 
we have the same splendid ore as was seen by you in October, 1853, with no lack of 
supply. ‘The Isubella could send a large amount of ore if we had facilities for trans- 
portation. Eureka is doing but little, Hancock nothing, since the legal injunction.”

800 tons, partly to Thomas Robinson, Esq., of Liverpool, and the remainder to Mesgrs. 
Rothschild and Sons, of London, This ore, und all future shipments, will be sold by 
Sonatlog. in the usual way; I will take care that your Journal be supplied with the 
result of the sales, and the names of the purchasers. Quantities of ore from Tennessee 
have arrived from various other mines there, but as the ores have all been sold pri- 
Vately to one of the smelting firms, by the ruinous system of advances on bills of 
lading, the parties being somewhat needy, the prices and per centages have therefore 
remained as much a secret as is usual with cargoes of Shanghai or Canton shipment. 
I may inform r correspondent that the prevailing difficulty in respect to the de. 
velopment of the Tennessee Mines is the want ofa railway (38 miles) to Cleveland, 
I have received a charter for the construction named, so as to connect the mines with 
existing lines to the coast; no time will be lost in maturing this, so necessary to the 
full working of the mines. Your correspondent alludes to the gross mismanagement 
of other mines in Tennessee ; unfortunately, such is too true. Hiwassee, with very 
lax management, continues to send large quantities of ore. Hancock is suspended ; 
report yo there is an arranged attachment placed on it for 7500%. The reports which 
Tam in the habit constantly of receiving from the Tennessee Mines are open to the 
inspection of any respectable parties; the characters of the writers are, I am glad to 
s.y, a sufficient guarantee of their truthfulness. Very much interested malice bas 
been written on these mines, but we think it best to allow the mines to answer for 
themselves, by giving the public the fullest information thereon, in the shape of ores 
sold. Disappointed schemers will say hard things; such is humanity. I am not so 
sanguine as your correspondent respecting the Hiwassee Mine, though I trust be wiil

Srtr,—Absence from home and busi gag ts have prevented a reply to the 

letter of a “Coal Miner,” in your impression of the 5th inst., relative to one of ours 

in the 7Zimes of the 5th April, The summary of our letter by your correspondent is 


not quite correct, as will be seen by comparing it with our letter itself. Our letter was 
Written carefully, and no statement was made that cannot be abundantly verified; 
indeed, it is the abundance of the facts, and the importance of them, that has ob- 
tained such a large circulation for it. It has been commented on by local newspapers, 
and its facts admitted and deplored. We have received numerous ietters from. all 
classes, A fh pee employers, and workmen, attesting its truth, and from distant 
parts of the kingdom, showing that similar circumstances exist, in the same or less 
(legree, in other mining districts. No one statement has been disproved by facts, as 
regards the general character of the district, One letter, signed ‘ A Friend to Col- 
liers,” which ** Coal Miner ” :efors to, which appeared in the 7¥mes, etates that things 
are not so bad in the neighbourhood of Wedaesbury. It would be lamentable in- 
deed if it were so where such excellent gentlemen as the Mes.*s, Bagnall have la- 
boured so much, and spent so much, for the welfare of the people employed by them. 
The greatest honour that can crown acquired wealth is by spreading abroad the 
blessings of it on mankind. Such high honour belongs to the Messrs. Bagnall, who, 
atter a long and prosperous career, use their wealth earnestly and vigorously to the 
education of their workpeople. They have built a school and church, and support a 
chaplain of the works, whose sole duty is to see to the moral an@ religious condition 
of the workpeople. The church and school are lighted with gas, and books are sup- 
plied, all free of charge. They provide a schoolmaster and mistress for the children, 
and have evening schools, Prayers are read every morning in three different parts 
of their extensive works, and everything that care and attention can do is done to 
elevate the morals of the people. They have a stunding rule that no one shall be em. 
ployed in any capacity in their works who keeps a beer-shop or public-house, and 
which is rigorously enforced. They stop every part of their works on Sunday, that 
every one may have the opportunity of attending divine service, 
for these things, but give their personal attention to see them done. t influence is, 
of course, for over the whole neighbourhood, so that the standard is consider- 
ably raised of those who can read, and also of those who can write. This shows what 
may be done by those who have the means, and the will to use them rightly, and we 
wish that such was the a ey character of the district. That the *‘ butties” do 
keep public-houses, and induce the men to go there, let the enclosed letter by a miner, 
inserted in the pebryen eyes Journal of May 12, speak for itself.* 

Our letter did not refer to colliers in ular, although the riots induced its pro- 
duction, but is a description of the whole district, which we wish * Coal Miner” and 
your readers to observe does not state that colliers earn 17s, 6d. day, as your corre- 
spondent states, but that the ironworks men earn that sum. It is too weil known to 
require substantiating that the colliers in the South Staffordshire Mining district have 
for the last two or three years earned 5s. to 6s, 6d. per day, redal. We 
do not say that the money is not earned ; it is earned, though hard worked for, and, 
being earned, it is a great pity that it is squandered away as itis, and we — that 
it is the easy getting that makes it quickly spent. We know of the sad casualties that 
attend the mining operations, The coalmasters are uently not sufficiently carefu 
of the lives of the men, and your paper of May 5 gives an example of this, and a just 
jadgment by the Lord Chancellor; and the men ves, accustomed 
danger, think too little of it, till the sad calamity comes s ly. But although 
these deplorable things occur, and although the men work hard for their money, it 
is no reason why they should spend most of what they get in drink, or that they should 
neither be able to read or write ; nay, we are confident that were the men more sober 
and ted these calamities would not happen so cogent. “* Coal Miner ” 
ly false’ to assert that the working tion are in affluent cir- 
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what the employers can‘do for them, but what they can do for themselves, that will 
ever raise them. We wish it to be distinctly understood that we do not condemn the 
working population here. By no means; we pity them, and wish to see their cir- 
cumstances ameliorated, and the more earnestly, for we believe there is not a more 
good-hearted, better disposed people in England than the working people of this dis- 
trict, and we grieve that such a people, by their ignorance, should be made the prey 
of noisy demagogues, We think that these spouting delegates would find it difficult 
to incite Messrs. l’s people to riot, such being the results of a little edacation 
and religious training, and consider that other employers should do likewise. Atthe 
same time, we consider it the duty of the Legislature to prevent the children from 
being put to work, if the parents persist in sending them ; to prevent, also, the beer- 
shops and public-houses from supplying unlimited liquid damnation to the men ; and, 
though al! may not agree with us, we consider, also, that it ismuch more the duty of 
the Legislature to make laws to educate every child in this realm, and provide rée- 
ligious teachers for them, than to raise large sums of money to pay police, build gaols, 
and support penal colonies, to punish the crimes of misguided rioters, whose errors 
lie in their ignorance and wickedness, and that the people of this country should be 
more willing to pay taxes to build schools than build prisons.

* THE EMPLOYMENT OF BUTTY COLLIERS, 


S1n,—I wish to speak a few words to the ironmasters through your columns. The late 
s'rike having just terminated, and the men having consented to work at the reductien, 
masters might do worse than consider whether a reform is not now needed in the man- 
ner of getting coal. The present plan is not a good one. The master lets out his mines 
to @ buity to get the coal at so much per ton; and the butty having to find all labour, he 
employs men to work at so much per day. The pitmen have a certain amount of la- 
bour to perform for a day’s work. ‘The banksmen have to work twelve hours, and often 
when trade is slack, they have to work till half-past one for half a day, and till ten for a 
quarter, so that where there are twenty men working, there are twenty hours gained out 
of a quarter, and thirty hours out of half a day, and this all goes into the butty’s pockets. 
If masters would look more to their men and less to the butty, things wou d be a deal 
different to what they are. They are one means of keeping masters and men at a dis- 
tance, and they seem to think that masters cannot carry on their works without their 
services. But I should like to ask the masters what services they perform that coald 
not be dispensed with. As they work by the ton or yard, why not let the work ont to the 
men who have to perform the labour ? Just let masters take into consideration the value 
of the property belonging to butty colliers in South Staffordshire, after maintaining their 
families and feasting and spreeing about like gentlemen, and wll this comes out of the 
poor man’s labour. We consider ourselves greatly injured by the system of appointing 
batty coliiers It was said at the meeting at Kingswinford, that if a butty gavea man 
any Just cause of complaint and he told his master, the master would redress his griev- 
ance, All this was very goud on the part of masters, but they must consider that butties 
have got great chances over aman. If he offends in one thing, they will soon magnify 
it and make half-a-dozen of it. Then again, as regards butty colliers keeping public 
houses, if a part of the men refuse to go there, there is another part who will go, and it 
will soor be seen that the party who do go get the best share of the work. W 
is the consequence? Why, the other party, finding they have not so a chanee'as 
the drinking party, consent to go, and by these means he makes sure of them all. Give 
us a fair trial, and if we do not give as good satisfaction to our masters as butties do, why 
then stick to the old form. Lf masters let a pit to a company of men, is it not reason 
able to think that those men will attend to their work better, and take more care of the 
safety of the pit, when they know that they have a profit in it, instead of all profit going 
toa butty? If this plan was carried out it would bring masters and men more often to- 
gether, and most likely it would be the means of preventing strikes in future. This is 
not my own private opinion, but it is the opinion of the colliers and miners at largs.

THE EARTH AND ITS FORMATIONS, AND THE ATTRACTIVE 
POWER OF ROCKS. 


Sir,— My last I concluded by briefly remarking on the earth's natural laws : I will 
now make some observations on those rocks which have the greatest affinity for col- 
lecting tin and copper, and which I have ever found to be of an elvanic character 
when passing through slate formations, commonly called killas; these have the great- 
est affinity for attracting minerals, If the country around contain copper or tin, in 
solution, and the lodes passing through it bear from east to 15 or 20 degrees south of 
east, ores are sure to late, and b fixed near one side or the other of these 
elvans, Before proceeding furthef, it will be necessary to make some remarks on 
them, noticing that they are channels of rock of a porphyritic character, and gene- 
rally running and dipping as lodes. Many of them have much the appearance of gra- 
nite without mica, but carrying no gossan on the back, and I have no doubt but that 
they all take their rise from the great masses of rocks below. It is their ventilating 
source, and may be often seen running even into the borders of the upper beds of 
granite. They appear in many churacters and colours, often yellow, white, and 

reen : the latter is most frequently hard, and of a hornblendic character; the two 

ormer cause lodes to be most productive —still, all cause portions of tin and copper 
to accumulate near them, if the adjoining rocks hold it in solution, and the lodes 
near have a favourable bearing, which should be obiiquely to each other, crossing at 
acute angles in their lineal direction ; they most frequently get over lodes in their 
dip, but seldom dip against lodes. They are, like nearly all the massive rocks, highly 
charged with silicious substances: the white and yellow are com of quartz, 
lime, a small by ay of felspar, alumina, and iron. The lime often takes the place 
of felspar, and is sometimes thought to be that substance. I have not a doubt but 
that we are indebted ina great measure to the presence of lime for the ore found near 
it; they are masses of crystalline matters, collecting and passing up from the adjoin- 
ing rocks in solution, and amal ated from cohesion and affinity. These masses 
appear to have the most attractive power for collecting tin and copper of any known 
rocks, and are deserving of far more attention than has hitherto been paid to thei ;4 
but it must not be set down as a law that every elvan which meets a lode, although 
in a copper-bearing rock, and the lode taking a favourable direction, will produce 
masses of copper. 

It often happens that many lodes run near each other, and nearly parallel (say Sor 
10° south of east), and the elvan bearing north of east: the greatest portion of copper 
in that case would be found in one of the outer lodes, as there would not be a suffi- 
cient quantity of rock between these lodes to produce a large deposit of ore; and, in 
many cases, even when there are not above one or two lodes. Cross lodes may inter- 
fere near each other, and even cut off supplies: in these cases, we can only judge 
from circumstances, as laid open. If we know it is an ore-bearing locality, having a 
congenial elvan, and being a fair distance from a known deposit of ore, with cross. 
lodes or stop-valves in the right situation, we have far more than an ordinary chance. 
For a further guide, notice if the lode es a sudden swell, or has an open gossan 
back. Ifso, z° are in a good position ; but if a small tight lode, you are seldom in 
the right track. Small portions of ore may be found in these lodes, but not one in 
fifty ever makes a Pay bey 

I have before noticed that the best bearing of a copper lode is south of east, but the 
copper-bearing cl ls are all passing from about south-west to north-east, nearly 
at right angles with lodes, which at once shows that minerals in solution are passing 
through the rocks, and even through one lode to another; but this I leave for an after 
oenons to be contested by any who choose to take it up in free and open discussion, 
hig Fe —— to get at facts, remarking that elvans or granite seldom contain minerals 

n solution. 

The second attractive rock is the slate or kilias which overlaps the granite for the 
first mile. It is an amalgamation of matter formed from a combina of granite 
and slate, and eqoneoes: to near the elvan character ; and when near an intersec- 
tion with other lodes it collects ores. Nearly every productive mine in the two coun- 
ties can be proved to have had some intersection, to bring a double action of the stra- 
tification on the lode, which causes the minerals in solution to collect at one point, 
and, whea brought there, they become fixed. The slate rocks whieh produce ores 
without visible elvans are mostly of a rough elvanic grain or structure, with but 
= traces of cleavage, but have open cross heads, 

he third class of attractive rocks is the granitic, where it is near its junction with 
slate. Here, again, is an amalgamation of substances of much the same character as 
the two former; the latter can be easily detected to be no genuine granite. It is 
highly charged with quartz, iron, and lime. As you will see, the lode produces can 
or fluor-spar, which shows lime to be present, These granite rocks often produce 
the oxides, When you get into genuine goalie, it is found to contain less quartz, 
more with large coarse crystals of felspar, and little or no lime, when it at once 
becomes are then a compact mass of with 


but barren of minerals. 
few or no open joints, devoid of cross or cleavage, and nothing can pass into it 
but what is carried in longitudinally through the lodes, which o— cut off by the 
first few cross lodes which checked all mineral communication. us it is said that 
nothing good is found for two miles in granite. There is not even a circulating car- 
rent of water passing through, and the progress of the circulating mineral solution is 
stayed near its outer skirts. 

It is also said that all tin and copper to value are drawn, from affinity, to within 
two miles of the granite. This must arise from strong attraction, whether from polar 
force or magnetic attraction. It is beyond the power of man to tell how far this at- 
traction extends: it appears to be something considerable, as no tin is found after 
you pass its locality for hundreds of miles, and no copper to value within 100 miles. 
{t is on i cton lan that there is no chance of a large deposit of copper or 
tin in the of Cornwall, Devon, and Somerset : it is too near the great centre of 
attraction. All is progressing to the granite ridge—a few tons may collect at Mvl- 
land, or elsewhere, near rocks for which it has an affinity, but nothing tovalue. All 
things have their bounds, and no doubt the attractive force of our Cornish granite 
loses its power in the distance, when it becomes cut off by some clay dyke, or large 
dense beds of stone. They act as termini to the passing current, as they appear to 
cut off the passage of all mineral substances. 

‘Then, what would be the next attractive rocks northwards, when clear of the gra- 
nite formation? This is a fair subject for diseussion, and, to open it, I state them to 
be lime, trap, and light-coloured sandstone of an elvanie character. They must con- 
tain silicious su! and be nearly allied with the granite formations. It is on 
the outskirts of these rocks where they amal ate that copper would aceu- 
maulate. The faet of its being found there tells its own tale ; but tin has no affinity 
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be looked for in the same situation about'these rocks aq granite, and the nearer itp. 
proaches that character the more J a ayvy — it is.

P*OREAT COWARCH MINING COMPANY. 


Aspecial meeting of shareholders was held at Mr. Joseph’s offices, Great Winchester- 
street, City, on Monday, Mr. J. Suntey in the chair. 
The CuarrMAN read the notice convening the meeting, which was for the purpose 


of receiving a report from Mr. Burls respecting the assays of quartz for gold made 
by Mr. Low, pursuant to the minute made on the 30th Jan. last, “ that the sum of 
501, be placed at the disposal of Mr. Burls for the specific purpose of enabling Mr. 
Low to carry out fully the proposed experiments on 50 tons of quartz, with a view to 
ascertaining the expediency of working the Great Cowarch Mine forgold.” He (the 
¢hairman) had only a few observations to offer. He could not help deploring the 
usual scanty attendance, and the apathy of the shareholders in looking after their 
own interest; but he need not take up their time, as Mr. Burls had prepared a most 
elaborate report, in which he had fully detailed every particular that would be in- 
teresting to them, He would call u Mr. Burls to read the report, and then they 
could discuss the best means to be adopted under the circumstances. 
Mr. Burts then read the following interesting report :— 


The presence of Mr. Low on this occasion renders it unnecessary that I should oc- 
cupy the meeting at any length, as the adventurers now have an opportunity of ac- 
quiring information for themselves, in a manner far more satisfactory than they 
could have received it from me. Suffice it, therefore, to say that in furtherance of 
the duty confided to me by the adventurers, I have twice visited the mine; in the 
first instance to arrange with Mr. Low the preliminaries to be observed in taking his 
samples of the Cowarch quartz for assay, and in the second to receive his report, and 
other general information on the measures which should be adopted for giving prac- 
tical effect to the results which his experiments have elicited.

Bodowen, Dolgelly, April 16.—GeNTLEMEN : At the er pam of your directers, I have 
made a general average, to ascertain the value of gold per ton of ore contained in 
these mines, and now hand you particulars of the produce from the same. The sam- 

les have been taken from every available part of the mines below, and from the large 
Lospe at surface, worked from the various levels. Each parcel consisted of abput 
5 tons, and after being carefully sampled, a series of six assays was made from each, 
consisting of 60 assays in all, and the produces from them I give you in detail. It is 
quite manifest that the largest pooumes for gold will be found in the quartz at a shal- 
low depth, as you will observe it falls off greatly in that procured from the 20 fathom 
level, and in that from the 30 there is but a trace of gold in one assay, and none in 
the others; still, the quantity of quartz you can raise above the 20 is gnormous, and 
wouldemploy most extensive workings for many years, and it can likewise be raised 
at a very small cost. No inconsiderable part of the value of thegold- ng produce 
of your mine consists in the immense beaps of refuse at surface, comprising many 
thousand tons, and I beg to call your particular attention to the results of the series 
of assays made from them, numbered respectively 1, 2, 4, 7.

ration, and the refuse might be left in a state that would present difficulties in the 
reduction of it, to enable me to obtain the remaining portion of gold contained in it, 

I understood from you, when we met at Dolgelly, that you contemplated such ar- 
rangements with your patent as would enable the Cowarch adventurers to choose 
which of the three following operations they would adopt !—I told you when at Dol- 
gelly that I would endeavour, if possible, not to grant an exclusive licence to the 
parties with whom I was in treaty, but their terms were so eligible that, for my own 
interests, I have made somewhat exclusive arrangements with them ; however, I con- 
sider it a point of honour with me to endeavour to make an exception in two cases, 
and I have done so in favour of the Great Cowarch Mine and one other mine only. 

1. To erect works and machinery for themselves, paying youa royalty of 1s. for each 
ton of ore that they might subject to your pitent?—I am ready to treat with you upon 
this point, in order to enter into proper arrangements to carry it out. 

2. To avail themselves of any such works which you might establish paying such 
royalty, and such further sum as may be agreed upon for the reduction --This we 
cannot unéertake, as our works will be quite occupied with our own produce. 

3. They might sell their quartz ore to you, or other parties !—You can, of course, 
sell your quartz to any parties who wiil purchase it, but I cannot undertake to grant 
them licenses to reduce it by my process, 

Is this a correct statement of the matter as now it stands t—Yes, on my part. 
Assuming the correctness of the foregoing statement, will you please say what such 
works as might be necessary for the full operation of your patent on the Cowarch 
quartz, to be erected at the Cowarch Mine would probably cost !—The cost of erection 
of suitable works for the reduction of quartz from the Cowarch Mines would eatirely 
depend upon the quantity of-quartz proposed to be operated upon; if the works were 
erected near a shipping port (say) Barmouth, or any other suitable position, of suf- 
ficient magnitude to reduce (say) 300 tons of quartz per week, the cost of erection 
would be about 2500/,; but to erect them at Cowarch the cost would be much more, 
from the expense of carriage of materials, fire-bricks, iron, &e. 

2. Do you contemplate erecting such .works? Where would they be, and when 
would they be completed and ready for the extraction of gold from the Cowarch 
quartz ?—As before stated, we intend erecting large works, but 1 bave answered the 
question before. 
3. Do you know any parties now purchasing quartz, and what price they are giving 
for it per ton of such kind as the Great Cowarch Mine produces ?—I do not know any 
such parties. 
Have you any objection to state whether your process involves a new or hitherto un- 
known or unused flue? This question is material, because it is much alleged that 
the ordinary chemical methods of extracting gold ate too expensive to be commer- 
cially remunerative.—Had not my process been a new one it would not have sus- 
tained a patent; but to answer your question—the cost of the application of my pro. 
cess, independent of the royalty, will not exceed 2s, 6d. per ton of quartz operated 
upon, This, of course, is without the cost of reduction, which will depend entirely 
upon the position of the works. The cost of reduction, including coal, workmen’s 
wages, and all other charges, will not exceed 7s. per ton, making together 9s, 6d. per 
ton of quartz, provided the works are situated near the coal. 


It is now only poe that I state to this meeting that, simultaneously with the ex. 
periments made by Mr. Low, a gentleman now present, Mr. Martin, connected with 
the firm of Barrett, Exall, and Andrews, of Reading, bas bjected some of the 
Cowarch quartz to a machine of his own for extracting gold from quartz, and the 
following is the report, which he bas been good enough to make to me, and which I 
have his sanction for thus making public.

It is, not my province, perhaps, to add to this report of simple facts any general 
remarks of my own; but having given this subject a great deal of consideration, I 
cannot forbear stating that out of the very many authorities with whom I have con- 
ferred I have failed to discover one who. so much as doubts the existence of gold in 
the quartz of North Wales. Indeed, it is not possible that a doubting person should 
exist, unless, besides being mentally dubious, he be also physically blind, for the gold 
can be both seen and touched, and may be conveyed from hand to hand in specimens 
of surpassing beauty. 

The problem seems to be, not if gold exists, but if it exists in such quantities, or is 
extractable at such rates, as to make “gold mining,” as it is termed, commercially 
remunerating. Well, here are reports of two gentlemen, both of them now present, 
the one declaring that 54 oz. per ton may be secured at a rate to yield-a profit of 100 
per cent, the other declaring that 3 oz. may be secured atan extracting expense of 
only 9s, 6d. per ton of ore, over and above a moderate cost for works and working staff, 

These statements are made, let it be observed, not to me, nor, gentlemen, to you 
but to the whole world ; and it is only just that those who doubt or deny shoul 
oppose test to test, and fact to fact. For myself, I am prepared to lend the same 
aid in denouncing the deductions of Mr. Low and Mr. Martin as simple bugbears, if 
such they be, as in thus claiming for them the fair test of any criticism which may 
decide the truth. It is time the truth was known, and now seems to be that time. 

I have only to add, that throughout my interviews and correspondence with Mr. 
Low, which have occupied much time on both sides, I have discovered nothing like 
unfair concealment or mystification. There has been a reasonable consistency from 
first to last, which appears to me to repudiate the idea of a desire to gain money at 
the expense of truth; and none better know than Mr. Low or Mr. Martin, that while 
a handsome fortune awaits either of them, or any other person, who will make gold 
a profitable article of commeree, a more than ordinary retribution will attend any 
one who on such a subject excites only to delude public confidence.—Cuas. Burts, 


The CuarrmAn said he would now move that the report be received, and that the 
best thanks of the meeting be given to Mr, Burls, for the industry and talent he had 
evinced in eliciting the facts. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Carrenrter seconded the resolution, which was unanimously carried. 

Mr. Burts, in rising to thank them, said he had taken an interest in the matter to 
an extent apart from the Great Cowarch Mines, as, upon public grounds, he wished 
it to be at once ascertained whether this, or any other mines in the country, should 
be prosecuted for gold; and for that purpose he was anxious the report should be 

rinted, and brought before the world. If Mr. Low should not succeed in establish- 
ng his own claim, he was pioneering for others, as there could be no doubt that in 
the quartz in Wales gold was there, and could be seen, and the question was whether 
it could be brought out or not to a commercial value. Mr. Low was now in attend. 
ance, and would answer any questions; he (Mr. Burls) would, therefore, only allude 
to one or two subjects, He was glad to inform them that Mr. Low had made ar- 
rangements with certain parties of the highest respectability to construct works upon 
a most magnificent scale under his patent, and if he only succeeded to the extent of 
one-half he must realise a large fortune. Although he was not at liberty to mention 
their names, he could assure the meeting they were men of first-rate infiuence and 
wealth, and, what was most important, totally unconnected with the mining market. 
He made this observation, because he should not place any faith in them if they were 
connected with mining, as, taking the mining community en masse, they were the 
most corrupt, as commercial men, in Great Britain. The gentlemen who had taken 
up Mr. Low would put down 50,0007. or 100,000/,, if to prove the gold question it re- 
quired that sum, They intended erecting calcining works upon a most extensive scale, 
both in Wales and Ireland. It was, therefore, clear that Mr. Low could have no object 
in being connected with this company, but it was most important they should be in 
alliance with him, and this company and another were the only two that would be en- 
abled to work under his patent. At the same time, it was not necessary to erect 
works immediately, as Mr. Low advised them to wait until the works he had alluded 
to were in full operation, and the result upon a large scale ascertained. There was 
another point in the report to which he would refer: 2500/7. was put down as che 
amount for the works, but that sum was estimated for constructing buildings and ma- 
chinery large enough to operate upon 300 tons per week, and if they obtained 3 ozs. 
per ton, 100 tons per week would pay a very handsome dividend ; and the cost of 

uildings and machinery to that extent would not exceed 1000/., and could be con- 
structed in such a manner as to extend them if necessary. As he had assured them 
of the responsibility of the gentlemen connected with Mr. Low, they would be quite 
safe in waiting until their works were finished, retaining Mr. Low’s advice and aasist- 
ance, as he was satisfied the mine would never be worked profitably for lead. (Cheers.) 

The CuatgMan observed that Mr. Burls had so fully explained the matter that be 
had nothing to add. Mr. Low had taken the trouble to attend, and would answer 
any questions. 

r. CARPENTER said that, according to the report, Mr. Low obtained 3\ ozs. per 
ton, gradually diminishing to a trace, but Mr. Martin only obtained 11 dwts. Could 
—e on be given for the great difference between 3 ozs. and 11 dwts,? 

r. Low said he would endeavour to give an explanation, There was no doubt 
that gold existed to a large extent in the rocks in Wales, but could not be extracted 
by the process of amalgamation, although he was opposing a system that had existed 
for ages. Gold was held in three combinations, which rendered it impossible to ob- 
tain it by amalgamation, and by that process large quantities would not be detected 
in assaying, and his process was founded upon the laws of chemical affinity. One 
great fault that had been committed was erecting machinery at a vast expense, before 
they ascertained whether existed in paying quantities. ‘hey might pick up 
one or two = with large quantities visible to the naked eye, but there might be 
a very small portion of that description ; and he always advised his friends not to put 
up any mac’ ry until samples toa large extent had been tested, and it was with 
this view he recommended 50 tons of ore being sampled, and dividing it into 5 tons 
would give a fair average, and it was now a matter of pounds, shillings, and pence 
as.to extracting the ore. He was always of opinion that gold in the stratification 
was at no great depth, and in making the trials fromthe Cowarch Mine in the adit 
level to the surface there was gold in remunerative quantities; in the 20 fm. level 
there was a great falling off, and in the 30 only atrace. Iron pyrites was always 
found where gold exited, and where that ceased they lost the gold, which was proved 
by not finding theiron pyrites in the 30 fm. level. Inall cases where gold was visible 
to the naked eye he never found it to exist to ~ extent, and he had no faith in such 
lodes ; for he could assure them if they did find it to that extent, they would not re- 
quire his process to get it out. He (Mr. Low) found the lodes rémunerative where 
it could not be seen, use it was then disseminated throughout, and for that reason 
mines where gold was visible had never paid commercially. In carrying out his ar- 
rangements with the gentlemen alluded to by Mr. Burls, asa point of honour he had 
excepted the Great Cowarch and another mine from being precluded adopting his 
process ; at the same time, he had no wish to press them to adopt his patent; it was 
che unimportant to him, and he would leave them to use it or not, as they might 

nk proper. 

Mr, Carpenter said, as the object of the gentlemen alluded to was to work upon 
a large scale, perhaps they might be ready and willing to crush the quartz the Great 
Cowarch Mine had to dispose of. He was a shareholder in other mines of a similar 
description, and should be glad to know whether there was a chance of those gentle- 
men who had purchased Mr. Low’s patent buying quartz for crushing, as they must 
certainly come to the conelusion that his machinery was the best extant! 

Mr. Low said he had put that question to them, but they refused, upon the ground 
that they would raise sufficient quartz themselves; and to give them an idea that it 
was no trifling affair, they possessed property for mineral purposes 26 miles in 
breadth, and 14 miles in width. 

Mr. Burts said, with regard to Mr. Carpenter’s remark, let them for 2 moment 
change positions, and he would ask if they would expend 80,000/. to do other people’s 
work! If they had not sufficient of their own, then he could understand their be- 
coming quartz buyers. He did not intend wey ene to advance their money, but 
after the matter had been fully tested he should be ready to put down his quota to- 
wards 1000/.; however, they could not have better terms. r. Low said Fa need 
not erect works at once, as he would superintend them after his own werefully carried

out, and we were satisfied they would succeed. With regard to lead, although Mr. 
Low agreed with Capt. Northey that at the junction they might meet with something 
valuable, he had no faith in it; indeed, ** Hope deferred maketh the heart sick.” 

Mr. Carpenter wished to know how far they had to drive to intersect the lode at 
the junction ? 
tr. Low replied about 13 fms., and although he did not think any benefit would 
arise from sinking deeper, there were strong indications for meeting a good bunch 
of ore at the junction. 

The CuarkMan said it was apparent to all that they had a very valuable roperty 
for gold; whatever it might turn out for lead was another question. All geologicall 
scientific men whom he had conversed with were of opinion that they had a very pm 
chance for lead ; and he considered it would be very wrong to abandon it, when the 
had only to drive 13 fms. from the spot where they were now working, and whic 
ad been recommended by Capt. Richards, a most eminent man, whom they engaged 
to inspect and report on the mine, and whom it was quite useless to employ, if they 
did not intend to follow his advice. With regard to the gold, they to consider 
the most prudent means to be adopted, He (the chairman) had been in communi- 
cation with a friend at Birmingham, who had a building on the bank of the canal, 
where smelting-works could be erected with the great advan of water carriage, 
both for the ore and coals. He wished, therefore, to know whether, if the share- 
holders considered it expedient, they could work under Mr. Low’s system at that place t 

Mr. Low replied there would be no ditticulty, as the license would be to the Cowarch 
Mining Company.

Although Mr. Duval has ceased to be a director, he has always permitted us to avail 
ourselves of his intimate local knowledge of the estates of the association, and has 
gladly given us at all times any information that we have required at his hands, 
Chose gentlemen who, like ourselves, have had an opportunity of observing Mr, 
Duval’s close and minute attention to the affairs of the association, his unwearied 
assiduity, and his diligent transaction of the duties of the office, will, like ourselves, 
lament that Ml health should have separated us from a colleague who united strict 
habits of business with the urbanity of a gentleman. 
Carta Funva.—The explorations at this spot, undertaken and vigorously prosecuted 
to prove the existence or non-existence of a rich deposit of gold, which tradition 
handed down as being formerly found at this place, have been su«pended, and we 
fear, from the last reports, that little can be expected from this locality.

5. tic ExpanpinG Sanot.—Its base is fortified by a circular piece 
of sole or stout leather, glued on with gutta percha, or other cement. With this 
sabot iron shot may be fired from a rifle, or other gun, without injury to the rifle or 
bore of the gun.

advantages it affords to us, as an insular people, can bardly be over estimated. A 
very large sum of money is annually invested in British mining, which is either en- 
tirely lost, or becomes immensely remunerative. In no profession of which we have 
any knowledge is so much patience and persevering industry necessary to ultimate 
success; and yet, singular to relate, we are not aware of any pursuit of equal im- 
portance to the practical working of which is brought so little scientific knowledge 
as in mining for metallic minerals in these realms. In mining, as in politics, there 
are many demagogues, who, through the medium of the press, insist on the adoption 
of their respective regenerating schemes with a hardihood and pertenacity worthy 
of their class. A stranger, reading the lucubrations of these gentlemen, might be 
very innocently led to suppose that they in turn were sole masters of the occult science 
of mining; whereas, on the contrary, a good miner rarely endeavours to make him- 
self conspicuous by the advocacy of ideas, which, in most instances, have very little 
probability to support them. ine captains, or managers, as a class, are destitute of 
a scientific education. Of chemistry or geology they know comparatively little. 
They have the contro! and disbursement of large sums of money, and their only guide 
in the prosecution of an undertaking is, in most cases, the experience acquired by 
many years of labour under ground; the consequence of which is, that a miner who 
is tolerably conversant with the peculiarities of a lead mine has not the same con- 
fidence in his ability to manage a copper mine; and again, an individual who is at 
home in a copper mine, in most instances is not competentto work tin. A few there 
are who, by zealous application to their calling, and the possession of acute powers 
of comparison, have made for themselves European reputations, but they are decided 
exceptions to the general rule. 

Under such a regime as we have just indicated, it is obvious that many serious mis- 
takes in the development of mines must and do occur. Of course, it is impossible for 
the most skilful manager to make a mine productive which is destitute of ore, but, 
on the other hand, there are many good mines abandoned in disgust by the proprie- 
tors, on account of their capital having been spentin unskilful operations. The edu- 
cation of our mine managers becomes, therefore, a subject of paramount importance. 
In France, great care is taken at the School of Mines in the education of competent 
mining engineers; but the students, whilst being first-class metallurgical chemists, 
are, in a majority of instances, deficient in a knowledge of the practice of their pro- 
fession, and such of the students as are thus circumstanced become experimental 
theorists instead of enlightened miners, In comparison with such a class as those 
just mentioned, the Cornish miner is at all times preferable ; for want of a knowledge 
of metallurgical science, he may throw aside an ore with which he may be unuc-

The measure that the mining interests have so long and so justly con- 
templated with alarm has at length been introduced into Parliament— 
namely, a law for rating to the support of the poor all British mines of 
every description. It is entitled ‘ A Bill to amend the law in England 
and Wales, with reference to the Assessment of Mines to the Relief of the 
Poor;” and the Legislature having committed an act of injustice by sub- 
jecting mines in Ireland to the support of the poor, now proposes to ex- 
tend and perpetuate that injustice in Great Britain. Ourrulers, while they 
declare themselves opposed to any innovation, and profess to inherit the 
unwillingness of our ancestors that the laws of England should be changed, 
now announce their intention of taxing property which has been specially 
exempt from poors’ rate since the reign of Exizanetu, We have on 
former occasions sounded the alarm, in the hope of rousing the mining in- 
terests throughout the country to the impending peril, and warned them 
that the numerous and influential classes engaged in agriculture, would 
strive and struggle to shift a portion of their burdens on those who had 
never before been required to bearthem. The attempt will, of course, 
have its advocates, who will scek to justify the proposed innovation by 
the argument that all interests should contribute equally, according to 
their means, to the public burdens, but the analogy wholly fails between 
the position of the farmer and the miner, Irrespective of the equitable 
effects of contract, by which the farmer took his land expressly subject to 
poors’ rate, while the miner expended his money on the faith of being 
exempt, we must remember that the former tills his ground with the cer- 
tainty of reaping and deriving profit, while the latter invests his capital 
and his labour in the most precarious of adventures, 

The preamble of the proposed bill, the title of which, should it become a 
law, will be, ‘‘ Rating of Mines Act, 1855,” recites that it has been held by 
the courts of law, that no mines other than coal mines are rateable to the re- 
lief of the poor under the provisions of the Act of 43 Exrz, c. 2, and declares 
that it is expedient that such exemption should not longer exist. It is then 
enacted, that from and after the 29th September next all mines in England 
and Wales shall, in addition to coal mines, be rateable to the relicf of the 
poor in the same manner as coal mines, A proviso is also introduced, 
that where any mine shall, at the passing of this Act, be held upon a lease, 
reserving rent or money, royalty or toll, or due, other than in kind, the 
oovupier of the mine, which by reason of this statute shall become rate- 
able, shall be entitled to deduct from the rent, royalty, toll, or due, pay- 
able under such lease, one moiety of the sum charged upon him towards 
the said rate in respect of such mine before the day upon which such rent 
shall have accrued; and the lessor, or person otherwise entitled to such 
rent, royalty, toll, or due, shall allow such deduction in part payment 
thereof. It will at once strike our readers that the bill, even for the ob- 
ject it has in view, is most imperfectly framed ; and that, supposing it to 
pass, and its principle to be affirmed, it would in itself work manifest in- 
ustice, in not providing, by an interpretation clause, that the word lease 
shall include every existing contract, equitable as well as legal, under 
which any mine may be worked at the time when it shall, if it ever does, 
come into operation. 

We, however, assume higher ground, and, in the name of the mining 
community, protest altogether against the measure in contemplation. If 
the object of introducing it at the present time be to conciliate the landed 
and agricultural interests, it should be reraembered that they have passed 
the period of depression which temporarily followed the triumph of free 
trade, and that they are now in a state of high and increasing prosperity. 
Can the same, we fearlessly ask, be said of the mining interests, with the 
spirit of adventure paralysed, speculation stagnant, the share market de- 
pressed, and prospects far indeed from encouraging? Up to the present 
time, the operative miner has almost invariably been in the habit of re- 
receiving heavier wages than the agricultural labourer : can that state of 
things any longer exist if local taxation be increased on mines, the 
source from which those higher wages are derived? What will be the 
necessary, the inevitable, effect of augmenting by taxation the burdens 
on a fluctuating and struggling branch of industry, but to reduce the means 
of employment, and thus to throw men out of work? Are the advocates 
of increased local taxation prepared to deny that the natural result of di- 
minishing employment will be to increase pauperism, and thereby neces- 
sarily swell the amount of poors’ rate? The policy of our wise ancestors, 
when they specially exempted metallic mines from poors’ rate, was to 
encourage the investment of capital on the part of the wealthy, and to 
create fresh sources of employment for the poor. Under that system Great 
Britain has attained her mining pre-eminence, Are our present legislu- 
tors prepared, by depressing the value of this branch of property, to en- 
danger the position thus attained, and by meddling with the system of laws 
under which we have thriven, to perpetrate an act of injustice, which may 

result in the abdication of our ascendancy ? 

Emigration has abstracted from our shores a large portion of the best of 
our mining population; extensive colonisation, and the industrial Dida 
of foreign states, are daily creating formidable competitors to Briti 
mining enterprise ; and be it ied that they are all free from the 
impost with which it is now sought to encumber and impede our home 
energies. While we deprccate, and should denounce as inequitable and 
unjust, any interfereace with the law as it has existed for centuries, and 
while we emphatically deny and repudiate the policy of taxing mines to the 
support of the poor, we would strongly insist that, if some system be in- 
evitable, the rating ought to be confined to the dues, which may be for 
years received without the adventurers who have invested their labour 
and their — receiving any profit, and who, in fact, may be losers, al- 
though ~ arly paying the ducs to the lord. If the adventure is to be 
rated at all, it ought only to be rated in respect of profits, in the shape of 
dividends, which would, at all events, exempt the cottage of the poor. 

We have done our duty to the mining community, in early directing 
their attention to a measure fraught, we fear, with dirastrous anticipa- 
tions. Some petitions have, we perceive, been already presented, condem- 
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natery of the intended law; it. should, however, be remembered, that

tricts, the agricultural interests in Parliament represent the entire country, 

Those identified with mining operations constitute only a class, and to be- 

come formidable, or fitted to succeed in their opposition, they must, above 

all things, be united. We, therefore, earnestly recommend meetings of 

all descriptions of persons interested in averting an innovation likely to 

unsettle existing contracts, to derange long established usages, to impede 

the spirit of speculative enterprize, and to oppress, by unequal and unjust 

taxation, one of the most important branches of our national industry, 


The following is a copy of the bill, as introduced :— 


Whereas it has been held by the Courts of Law that no mines other than coal mines 
are rateable to the relief of the poor under the oo af the Act passed in the 
forty-third year of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, chapter two, and it is expedient 
that such exemption should not exist. Be it, therefore, enacted by the Queen’s most 
excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords spiritual and Tem. 
poral, and Commons, in the present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows ;— 

I, That from and after the 29th ‘day of September next all mines in England and 
Wales other than coal mines shall be rateable to the relief of the poor in like manner 
as coal mines, 

II, Provided, that where any mine shall at the passing of this Act be held upon a 
lease, reserving rent or money, royalty, toll, or due other than in kind, the occupier 
of the mine which by reason of this statute shall become rateable shall be entitled to 
deduct from the rent, royalty, toll, or due payable under such lease one moiety of 
the sum charged upon him towards the said rate in respect of such mine before the 
day upon which such rent shall have accrued, and the lessor or person otherwise en. 
“ ed ” such rent, royalty, toll, or due shall allow such deduction in part payment 
thereof. 

IIL. This Act may be cited as the “* Rating of Mines Act, 1855,” 


An attempt was made to read this bill a second time in the House of Com- 
mons on Thursday night, which was opposed by Mr, Couxign, the very 
efficient Member for Plymonth, and the second reading was postponed, at 
least for thatday. It is evidently high time for all those throughout the 
kingdom interested in the prosperity of metallic mines to bestir themselves; 
we repeat our previous admonitions, and earnestly recommend prompt.

Kan unanimous and elaborate judgment of the Court of Queen's Bench 
has been delivered by Lord Campsgit, C.J., inthe case of Smarts r. 
Sir G. Morton, involving some important questions of mining law, par- 
ticularly in reference to the relative rights and obligations of the several 
owners of the surface and minerals in fand. It was an action brought by 
the plaintiffs against the defendant to recover damages for improper 
mining, and was tried before Mr. Justice CresweE.x at the last assizes for 
the county of Durham, when the plaintiffs obtained a verdict, but liberty 
was reserved to the defendant to move to enter a verdict for him, and the 
case now came before the full Court. The declaration alleged that cer- 
tain messuages and buildings on the lands of Grange, in the county of 
Durham, were in the occupation of a tenant to the plaintiffs, the reversion 
subject to that tenancy belonging to them; that the plaintiffs were en- 
titled to have the buildings esgperted by the mines underground conti- 
guous to and under the same, but that the defendant so carelessly, neg- 
ligently, and improperly, and without leaving any proper and sufficient 
support, worked certain coal mines contiguous to and under the buildings, 
and dug for and took away coals, earth, and soil out of the mines, that 
thereby the foundations of the buildings were greatly weakened and in- 
jured, the walls cracked, and the ground on which the same stood sub- 
sided and gave way. 

The defendant pleaded specially, that before the plaintiffs or cither of 
them had any estate, or interest in, or title to the buildings or land, so far 
back as the 29th day of December, 1671, Sir Ratru Cote, Bart., deceased, 
was seized in fee of the land on which the buildings were erected and 
stood, and of other lands and premises, and that being so seized he had by 
deed of that date granted, sold, and conveyed the same in fee to Rara 
Carr, Esq., reserving and excepting all mines, veins, and seams of coul to 
Sir Ratru Coxs, his heirs and assigns. By the deed, as set out at length 
in the plea, it was expressly provided that Sir Raura Coxz, his heirs and 
assigns, should have full power of working the mines, and footway leave 
through the premises or any part thereof, paying to Rauru Cark, his 
heirs and assigns, treble damage as therein expressed for working the 
same, according to the covenant therein. By that covenant, also set forth 
in the plea, Sir RaLpu Cour, who had full power in every way to work 
these mines, covenanted for himself, his heirs, executors, administrators, 
and assigns, and every of them, that he or such of them as should at gl 
time or times thereatter work the minca, would pay to Ratra Care, hi 
heirs and assigns, all such.sum or sums of money as should amount to 
treble the damages, loss, or prejudices, which he or they should sustain 
by reason of the digging, working, winning, breaking of ground, and way 
leave, or other matter or thing used or exercised in working or loading 
of coals there, such sum or sums of money for treble damages to be arbi- 
trated, awarded, adjudged, and set down by four indifferent persons, two 
on either side, to be chosen within one month after such damage done, 
and so within one month after another, from time to time, as any new 
damage should be done. The plea then averred the identity of the lands 
and of the minerals with those mentioned in the declaration, and alleged 
that the plaintiffs, deriving under Ratpu Caner, were not entitled to have 
the buildings supported by the mines, or otherwise than as provided for 
by the deed and covenant. The plea then deduced the defendant'stitle to 
the mines from Sir Rap Coxz, and averred that he entered upon the 
mines and worked them properly for winning the coal ; that all the acts 
done by the defendants were necessary for working and winning the same, 
that they were done skilfully and properly, according to the course and 
practice of mining used and approved of in the county where the mines 
are situated, and not negligently, or improperly, as in the declaration 
alleged ; and the defendant offered to pay to the plaintiffs damagesaccording 
to the covenant in the deed. eget

We have for some time past had to notice and deplore the dormant and 
inactive state of the Mining Share Market, and the limited business trans- 
acting both in dividend and promising mines situated in our own country, 
accessible at all times, within a day’s journey of the metropolis. We are 
aware that this may be partly accounted for, owing to there being no re- 
gular mart for the sale and purchase of the shares, but we see no reason 
why this branch of our staple industry should remain thus isolated, when 
compared with railway, banking, insurance, and other transactions—few, 
if any, of the latter pay a larger per centage than good mines. The number 
of adventures that are paying dividends bi-monthly, quarterly, and half- 
yearly, prove beyond denial that Min1NG, legitimately pursued, offers equal 
inducements to the capitalist, and pays better returns than most of the other 
branches of industry above referred to. 

We really have no true market for mining shares—no mart wherein 
dealers may be said to daily assemble for the purpose of transacting busi- 
ness in mining shares—no regular jobbers who will name a price for shares 
within any moderate difference between buying and selling, as in the 
ublic securities, Bank Stock, Exchequer Bills, &e. The consequence is, 
it frequently happens that when a party wishes to invest 500/. in a good 
dividend-paying mine, and applies to a sharebroker, he has to run the 
gauntlet in search of the shares, creates a talk among them, the price ad- 
vances the further he goes, and four or five buyers are phantomed as in 
the field, in place of one, who seldom escapes under an advance of 10 or 
12, and sometimes 20 percent. This operates the other way when a seller 
appears upon a dull market—/. ¢., no demand; the price to be received re- 
cedes in the like proportion, by which means the vendor is at the mercy 
of the jobber. r 

Mines in full work, making regular monthly sales of ore, if not paying 
their way without making calls, have for some time been a drug, and 
searcely any business doing in them—in some instances that have come 
under our notice, the broker, offering to purchase at 15s., has modestly 
asked 45s. per share, on the other hand, thus looking to gain 200 per cent. 
Very recently, there have been attempts to sell by public auction, at 
Garraway’'s, and the Auction Mart. This, in some instances, has created 
a forced business; and when the vendor has been obliged to take any 
offer he could get, transactions are concluded, but a large portion of the 
shares offered are bought in by the real owners, in hopes of better times 
soon coming. 

We are so satisfied that the results of good mining give a fair and ade- 
quate remuneration to capitalists, that we purpose entering into a detail 
of the many arguments and incidents in mining history, with the view of 
showing that not only can money be safely and profitably embarked in 
those adventures, but that a return of profit is made unequalled by any 
other description of speculation, when conducted on honest principles. 
We also invite the communications of correspondents on the subject, 
not only in the hope of reviving public confidence, and thus creating a 
spirit for mining investment, but which likewise must prove a theme of 
instructive interest. 











+ (FROM A CORRESPONDENT. } 
The bill now before Parliament, to amend and extend the jurisdiction 
of the Stannaries Court, presents a fitting opportunity to discuss the pre- 
sent position of the law affecting mining interests, and point out some 
alterations it is desirable to effect in that respect. We, therefore, propose 
shortly to discuss the question upon general principles, in the hope that 
the House of Commons, in dealing with the bill sent from the Lords, may 
be induced to investigate the position of mining companies under what is 
termed the Cost-book System, and apply a remedy for at least some of the 
many evils at present existing. 
First, then, what is the Cost-book System? This is a question that 
has been asked for years, and has remained unanswered for years, --It is 
a** system” that has been recognised by the Legislature, and excepted 
from the operation of the Joint-Stock Registration Act, without that Le- 
gislature knowing, or caring to enquire, what it really meant, or what it 
was, It is a system we hear learned counsel, in our courts of law and 
equity, continually refer to, and judges, after arguments long and loud, 
confess the more they hear the less they know. Tt is a system that has 
introduced the merchant to ruin, and his family to distress, through having 
embarked as a shareholder on the Cost-book System, believing that system 
to be such that he could control his investment, or limited his liability ; 
and thousands of careful and prudent men, who, had they been asked to 
have entered into a partnership where they would have little or no control 
over the management, but be, nevertheless, liable for the debts, would 
have intuitively shrunk from such a risk, have yet unhesitatingly em- 
barked in mining companies conducted under the Cost-book System, to 
find, to their sorrow, that system to mean liability and loss. And yet 
there exists not a more legitimate field for investment of capital than 
mining in England: it creates employment for our labourers, and a market 
for our materials—out of every 1000/7. expended by our mines, at least 
three-fourths go to pay for timber, machinery, and labour ; and when 
the immense amount annually spent in developing the mincral resources 
of the country is taken into consideration, it becomes a matter of astonish- 
ment that such an interest has never obtained the consideration of our 
Legislature, or any effort been made to give it a recognised or defined 
system. Yet so it is. 
Let us shortly enquire the cause, and trace the effect. Many centuries 
ago, our forefathers in Cornwall employed themselves in raising ‘tin. 
wo, three, and four joined together to work a piece of ground; they 
met once a month to go through the account of what they had paid, and 
what they had received, in respect of their adventure, and which had been 
kept in a book on the mine, and was termed the cost-book. They divided 
their profit, or provided means to carry on their next month’s operations. 
This was the origin of the Cost-book System. In course of time, the 
number of these co-partnerships increased, and the Stannaries Court came 
into existence, to settle disputes and differences that occasionally arose 
between the adventurers, limited, however, to mines worked for tin. 
Time wore on, and similar co-partnerships were formed for working copper 
and lead, and the Stannaries Court ultimately took cognisance of those 
also. Then came the custom of one adventurer transferring his interest, 
or a part, to a neighbour: that neighbour transferred to another, until at 
last the interest so transferred got first as far as Plymouth, then to Exeter, 
and ultimately to London, where in time the system became well known, 
and each partnership, as it was formed, adopting rules and regulations 
considered beneficial to its own individual interest, until at last we find it 
extending to the antipodes, in the shape of various gold bubble companies, 
pompously announced as carried on “ under the Cost-bock System, with 
limited liability.” 
This faint outline is sufficient to account for no legislative enactment 
having taken place to regulate or control generally the mining companies 
under the Cost-book System, inasmuch as the interests of third parties 
were not affected by their constitution, the laws relating to ordinary co- 
partnerships being found sufficient to enforce all contracts ; and, therefore, 
so long as other parties’ interests were not affected, the Legislature seems 
to have allowed adventurers in mining companies to regulate the terms of 
their own eo-partnership as they pleased ; and if any disputes should arise 
between them, left our courts of law and equity, with the simple cost- 
book as kept by the ancient Cornishman, to that of the company at the 
antipodes with its limited liability, from which to extract a theory or apply 
a principle, and thus define the Cost-book System. This course of pro- 
cedure seems to have arisen, not from accident, but design, on the part of 
the Legislature; for when it was deemed n for the welfare of the 
ublie that a control should be put to the formation of companies, and the 
oint-Stock Registration Act was passed, mining companies under the 
jost-book System were specially excepted from the operation of ed a 
ce 
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a rich course of ore; but to deal with the ore when found, by reducing it 
to metal, and converting it to useful purposes, required the stringent 
clauses of the Joint-Stock Registration Act. The effect of all this might 
have been easily foreseen: with nothing to check the cupidity of the un- 
principled, scheme after scheme has been projected under the sanction of 
the Cost-book System, with no other foundation to rest on than the repre- 
sentations of those interested in their concoction, and exploding so soon 
as the object for which they were projected was accomplished, the disposal 
to the public, not only of-the shares, but the liabilities of the concern, 
damaging legitimate mining, ruining confiding men, and preventing in- 
vestment of capital in dona fide undertakings. 

An opportunity is now presented, in the bill before Parliament, to re- 
medy the evils that exist, and we trust all who have legitimate mining in 
view will second our efforts to turn the present opportunity to account. 
We hope, in our next week’s Journal, to be able to return to this subject, 
and to discuss the question more fully in detail, and point out what we 
think the mining interest has at least a right to expect. In the interim, 
we trust the attention of the Hon. Member for Plymouth (Mr, Cottier) 
may be directed to the question, as no one is more able to do it justice 
than that learned gentleman. 








Among = Patil and sinister influences which so materially affect 
the prosperity of mining enterprise, and tend to destroy that confidence, 
particularly among the London and other out-adventurers, without which 
no commercial undertaking can ever succeed, is the irresponsible power 
placed in the hands of parties at the mines—too often employed by them 
to advance their own interest, instead of that of the general body. A cir- 
cumstance has, during the ~~ week, come to our knowledge, from a 
source on which we can safely rely for the correctness of the information 
received, which clearly shows how necessary it is for shareholders, in 
appointing as a committee of management parties on whose judgment 
and integrity they have confidence, to give don sufficient powers, and 
se to strengthen their position that they may be considered really the 
representatives of the adventurers as a body. In the case alluded to, a 
dividend-paying mine, the purser, in the full plenitude of a power which 
he appears to consider has been delegated to him by the unanimous accord 
of the shareholders, and of which he cannot be deprived, actually sets the 
committee at defiance, a in retaining in his possession, although re- 
peatedly requested by them to be forwarded, leases, paid bills of exchange, 
vouchers for accounts discharged, and other documents which, as the pro- 
pote of the company, and of great importance as legal evidence, should 
in their hands, and in safe keeping. This is no case of mere neglect; 
but a decided refusal to deliver them up has been made by the purser, 
stating that they are his vouchers, that he is the representative of the 
company, and that the committee is nobody. 
Another complaint, and one which we fear is by no means an isolated 
instance, has been that the managing captain often absents himself from 
the mine for days together, to inspect other mines, and look after hisown 
interest, leaving the men to proceed with their underground operations 
as they please, there being no other mining captain employed. ‘These are 
serious and grave charges; and we cannot but think that if committees 
of management were fortified with sufficient powers, the knowledge, on 
the part of the employés, that instant dismissal would follow any such 
acts of delinquency, would have the effect of inducing caution, we should 
hear much less of the arrogance of some officials, and mining operations 
would be carried on in a more legitimate and commercial-like manner, 
and with much better prospects of success, We know there are many 
superintending agents and mining captains in Cornwall and Devon of the 
highest integrity, and who devote their time and experience to the pro- 
motion of the welfare and full development of the property over which 
they are appointed; and that such cases as we have mentioned may be 
the exception; but that they do exist we have long had sufficient evi- 
dence ; and it is to be hoped that adventurers will exert themselves in 
all cases, not only to appoint men of known character, integrity, and ex- 
perience, but to give such powers to their committees that they may be 
enabled to act with energy at any moment, without the necessity of a 
general mecting, which, besides requiring time to convene, too often ends 
in trivial discussions, idle differences, and without any beneficial results,

On reference toa report of the adjourned general meeting of the Hotm- 
BusH Min1ncG Company, in another column, it will be seen that a resolu- 
tion was passed to dispose of the mine, machinery, and general property 
of the company, dissolve the association, and wind up its affairs, Tha 
agent’s reports for some time past have been rather encouraging than 
otherwise; improvements have from time to time taken place; and the 
one inserted this day among British Mines, states that the lode in the 
145 fm, level west had still further improved, and is now worth 30/, per 
fathom, while there is no particular failure in any part of themine. From 
these it might appear, at a first glance, that such resolution was prema- 
ture; but, it should be borne in mind, that the mine has long ceased to 
pay its way. In addition to a liability against the adventurers of 1966/., 
calls have been made and expended during the past year to the amount of 
8148/., and with the prospect of still further sums required for the prose- 
cution of the undertaking. These continual demands on the pockets of 
the less wealthy class of adventurers eventually tire them out, cause them 
to sell their shares, which thus become depressed in the market, frequently 
already exceedingly dull of sale by a repetition of calls without adequate 
returns, and thus induce a general gloom, and much dissatisfaction. 

The Holmbush Mine is still considered by experienced mining agents 
to be exceedingly promising, and a valuable property; it has been care- 
fully inspected, favourably reported on, by Mr. Jenvu Hircuuys, who, 
at the last meeting, stated his conviction that it should be prosecuted, even 
if it would take double the capital and time which he felt satisfied was 
ample to place the works in a productive state. Under these circumstances, 
it was thought advisable to wind-up the affairs of the present company, 
raise further sufficient capital, infuse fresh and active energies by the for- 
mation of a new one, and prosecute the operations with vigour, in which 
any of the old proprietors may join who feel so disposed. Although it 
may take eighteen months or two years to carry out the contemplated ex- 
plorations and developments, there is, in the mean time, the chance of 
valuable discoveries being made, and the certainty of some ore being raised 
to pay a portion of the cost, with every rational prospect, at a future day, 
of obtaining a fair return for the necessary outlay and perseverance,

Several of the = mining associations, as our readers are well aware, 
have lately been brought into public notice in no creditable manner; in 
some cases they have been ignominiously expelled from the market, and 
in others the funds have been flagitiously spent by the governing body, 
and the directors have rendered no account of their stewardship.

An expedition under Mr. Harvtne, together with 
the requisite machinery, was sent to the colony, a complete staff was or- 
goutesd and there appeared in the undertaking to be all the clements of 
success. On Mr. Manptvo’s arrival, owing to the high price of labour, 
and local difficulties, it was thought advisable that the project should be 
abandoned, and the consequence was, that at a general meeting, on the 24th 
January, 1854, it was resolved that steps should be taken for winding-up 
the association. ,

Our attention has lately been directed to the subject of the explosion of 
ateam-boilers by several of our correspondents, and our opinion has been 
solicited as to the cause of these violent, and sometimes fatal, disasters. 
We are extremely anxious, if for no other reason than for the saving of 
human life, to call attention to the fact that these disasters are far less 
dependent upon any fault, real or supposed, in the original construction 
of the boiler itself than upon the want of care, or the absence of engineer- 
ing ability, in its proper management. However thick and strong, and 
well made a boiler may be in manufacture, its safety can never be gua- 
rantecd if it is entrusted to the supervision or management of careless or 
inexperienced hands, There have been various enquiries instituted from 
time to time to ascertain the proximate cause of these destructive casualties, 
but notwithstanding these enquiries, and notwithstanding the very able 
views and expositions of Mr. Farrparan, Mr. Gurney, Mr. Frost, and 
others, who have devoted a great deal of time to the investigation of the 
subject, the matter is still obscured by much doubt and difficulty. 
he theory of these events occurring from the generation and ignition 
of hydrogen, by the sudden contact of steam with the overheated plates of 
a boiler, is practically absurd. ‘The hydrogen may, indeed, be produced 
in this way; but where is the oxygen to come from, without which ex- 
plosion cannot take place? And, in saying this, we do not shut our eyes 
to the catalytic properties of oxide of iron. The more probable cause by 
far is the sudden generation of steam, resulting from the contact of the 
hot water, or spray therefrom, with intensely heated plates of metal—pre- 
cisely upon the same principle that, when a soda-water bottle is suddenly 
opened, the gas, in escaping, carries with it a great quantity of the liquid; 
and in proof of this fact, it is well known that a great proportion of ma- 
rine boiler explosions have taken place at nearly the moment of turning 
on the steam, 

This, then, arises from carelessness and incapacity ; not from any fault 
or imperfection in the manufacture, generally speaking. We all remember 
the explosion of the boilers of the Victoria steamer at Hull, some years 
ago. Who was to blame? the maker of those boilers, or the parties who 
were working them? The name of Narizr, though not a positive, is a 
tolerable answer to this question. Very recently an explosion took place 
at the antipodes of a 25-horse boiler, supplied by Mepwin and Hatt, of 
the Blackfriars-road. This boiler was new, 7-16ths of an inch thick, and 
the safety-valve was only loaded to 52 lbs. to the inch, having been pre- 
viously proved to 140 lbs. We cannot but think that proper care and ex- 

erience in the working of an engine, and the general management of a 

iler, are quite as essential to the preservation of property and life as 

the thickness and strength of the boiler itself, and we do hope that this 
intimation will not be lost sight of by all those who are interested. 





The nitheesehich we inserted in last week’s Mining Journal, respecting 
a most disgraceful course pursued by an individual, signing “J, J. WiLKin- 
son,” to obtain shares in valuable progressive and dividend-paying mines, 
in exchange for others of less, or no value at all, has elicited several com- 
munications from different parts of the country, showing that the plan is 
much more extensively pursued than could have been expected, although, 
at present, we have not heard of a single case where his machinations and 
attempted depreciation of the value of the shares have been attended with 
success. Among these we have received a communication from Wor- 
cestershire, enclosing one of Mr, Witkrson’s favours—being a copy of 
the one we published last week. The holder of Trehane shares, in this 
instance, is a lady, and who was so alarmed that she hastened to consult 
a friend, who was, fortunately, up to the “rig,” and prevented her from 
sacrificing her property. 

Mr, Witxrnson will not gain much credit for prophetic capacity ; as it 
will be seen, by a report of the Trehane meeting in another column, that 
a dividend of 5s. per share is now payable, and that the mine, in the 
136 fathom level, is richer and more productive than ever, yielding 
84 ozs. of silver to the ton of lead. We trust our cautions will prevent 
any of our readers from becoming the dupes of these land sharks, in the 
shape of share-jobbers, who attempt to prey on the unwary. 





Although we have always strongly reprobated the indiscriminate em- 
ployment of capital, yet this, when once invested, and likely to produce 
results, should be protected. We are led to make these remarks on ac- 
count of the position of several companies : one we will particularly allude 
to—the Anoio-Cattrornian Gotp Mintno Company, a report of whose 
meeting appears in another column. This company was one of the first 
formed; it fell into the same error as all the other associations—it 
started with twolimited a capital, and the agentsemployed were ignorant 
of the locality, and of the obstacles they had to encounter. 

At the time the reserved shares were issued, the scripholders, with great 
avidity, applied to the directors for an allotment. Although these were 
distributed as equitably as compatible, yet great dissatisfaction was shown 
by several, because they did not receive a larger number than their quota. 
At that period, such was the confidence of the shareholders, that had the 
directors wished to issue double the number of shares, they would have 
been taken up by the proprietary. What is now the position of the com- 
pany? Resolutions have been passed unanimously at two meetings, au- 
thorising the directors to raise the sum of po ale a subscription of 1s, 
ashare. By this means 1300/7. has been obtained, and the directors, on 
their own responsibility, have been obliged to raise the requisite sum to 
redeem the property. 

The late season in California has been one of an unprecedented nature : 
the drought has paralysed not only mining industry, but every other com- 
mercial pursuit, and to this has been attributed the late severe monetary 
crisis in California. From the resolution passed yesterday, it will be seen 
that the directors have plenary powers to raise the requisite amount, either 
by loan, the issue of preference shares, or the subscription of 1s. per share 
from the defaulting shareholders It is not to be expected that when 
those most interested hold back that the general public will come forward ; 
and it remains with the scripholders whether they will support the direc- 
tors, or allow their own interest to pass away from them. The directors 
have incurred a large amount of responsibility ; the shareholders should 
bear their fair proportion, for it is for the benefit of all parties that the 
directors have been working. It was impossible that the governing body 
eould foresee the accidents which have occurred, and the difficulties, owing 
to the climate, they have had to encounter, 

According to all received accounts, the quartz in Brown’s Valley is of

apprehension has been caused throughout the entire district, and the names 
of many persons have been unceremoniously used in connection with 

other disasters. Yesterday, at Wolverhampton, considerable uneasiness 

was felt amongst all classes, and the notes of the Dudley and West Brom- 

wich Bank were refused by many. ‘To-day there has been a very un- 

meaning run upon the bank at West Bromwich, and, as in all such 
cases, a panic prevailed in the neighbourhood. I have said unmean- 
ing, because it is well known to be a joint-stock bank, with a highly re- 
spectable and wealthy proprietary, and having a reserve fund always 
equal to any emergency. ‘The demands, up to the present time (‘Thurs- 
day mid-day), have been met, and are likely to be so, although such sudden 
runs are always attended with more or less inconvenience to provincial 
banks. It was reported here to-day that a similar run had set in upon 
the Dudley branch, but I believe if there has been any extra demand it 
has been very limited; and I know some depositors who do not feel any 
uneasiness as to the fate of their last issue of cheques. It is, however, 
beyond all doubt that considerable uneasiness exists throughout the dis- 
trict, and to an extent which renders a report of production, sales, or quo- 
tations, exceedingly difficult. ‘To give all the rumours in circulation re- 
lative to other houses in the iron trade would be most mischievous, be- 
cause many of them are unfounded, What makes the alarm in connec- 
tion with such announcements so great is the very unsatisfactory results 
which have followed from the recent balance-sheets. In Spencer’s case, 
the dividend will be anything but satisfactory; and even to-day a far 
worse case was before the Bankruptcy Court, —Messrs. Rollason and Lister, 
ironmasters, Oxley Works, Wednesbury, came up for their last examina- 
tion, but their balance-sheet was not filed, and the case stands adjourned 
to the 28th of June. The liabilities are about 16,000/., with only about 
1200/. assets. I wish I could write more cheeringly of the great staple 
trade of the district, but, if the truth is to be told, I cannot, as will ap- 
pear evident from the latest published intelligence. The Birmingham 
Herald of to-day, a commercial paper, not generally hasty in exciting un- 
necessary alarm, says :— 

“The reports from the district relative to the iron trade continue to be of a most 
unsatisfactory character. For some descriptions of manufactured iron there has been 
a slightly increased demand since quarter-day, but pigs are still sold with difficulty, 
at unremunerative prices, although the make has been materially reduced within the 
last month, and additional furnaces have been blown out, So far, indeed, from there 
being any symptoms of returning animation, we are concerned to have to state that 
through the entire district of South Staffordshire busi ns hever wore a more 
gloomy aspect, the extent to which confidence bas been shaken being almost unpa- 
ralleled, Within the last day or two new disasters in our i diate neighbourhood 
have been spoken of, which will unquestionably add to the existing difficulties, inas- 
much as, if the ramour turns out to be correct, the embarrassments will not, in all 
Petry men be confined to one establish t. The names of the parties were so freely 
mentioned yesterday, that we fear there is little doubt as to the accuracy of the un- 
pleasant reports referred to; indeed, last evening, and subsequent to the writing of 
the foregoing, we received such information as induces us, to prevent mi<conception, 
to say that the concern referred to is in the iron and coal trades at West Bromwich 
—that the liabilities of the firm are said to amount to 150,000/.—and that a meeting 
of the creditors is to be held at the Queen’s Hotel to-morrow (Friday).” 

With the above extract I shall close this unpleasant subject, merely 
adding, to prevent misapprehension, that the firm referred to is, no doubt, 
the one I have named above. 

Mr. Robert Wilson, of Birmingham, has this weck specified (through 
Mr. Shaw) his patent for ‘‘a new, or improved ornamental material or 
fabric,” which consists of leather woven or felted fabrics, parchment 
or vellum, on one surface or side of which the designs called “ clan tartan, 
plaid, or chequered work,” are produced by the process of ruling, after the 
manner in which the designs are produced upon wood in the manufacture 
of snuff boxes and other ornamental articles, The patentee prepares that } 
surface of the leather fabric, or material, on which the design is to be pro- 
duced with a ground or preparation, either of oil, water colour, or varnish, 
and he produces the designs upon the prepared surface by the process of 
ruling with pens containing colour. The ruling may either be effected 
by hand, or by any machine whereby the same effect is produced. The 
designs may be produced either in oil or water colours; when the design 
is produced in water-colours, he varnishes the same with varnish of boiled 
or drying linseed oil, or other varnish having sufficient flexibility not to 
erack by the folding of the material or fabric. The object of the varnishing 
being to defend the pattern or design from injury, as well as to give bril- 
liancy and transparency thereto. ‘The ornamental material, produced as 
described, may be applied to the ornamenting of snuff boxes, cigar cases, 
and the other articles on which the designs called clan tartan, plaid, or 
chequered work, are ordinarily produced by ruling the same on the articles. 
The ornamental material may also be applied to the ornamenting of articles 
f furniture, ladies’ reticules, and other such articles. 

Tuvespay Nicut.—The banks at Dudley and West Bromwich have 
been run upon all days but without any unfavourable result. They have 
met ali demands without any difficulty. The excitement amongst the 
holders of notes has been painful, but is now gradually subsidiag, in pro- 
portion to the confidence which the constant and uninterrupted payments 
throughout the day have been calculated to inspire. The apprehension 
about the bank appears to have been caused by the report, which gained 
credence, that Messrs, Davies were deeply indebted to the firm; of this, 
however, all is quite uncertain. 

















IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
(Prom OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

May 18,—There is nothing very material to notice with regard to the 
Iron Trade this week. The reports from the iron districts in Yorkshire 
and Derbyshire induce the belief that the trade is improving. There is a 
better demand for manufactured iron, and orders are more plentiful. The 


demand for Pig Iron has been greater, and prices have been increased. 

The Coal Trade is increasing in activity, and several large collieries 
are in course of being opened. 

The Eyam Lead Mining Company held a meeting on Thursday last, 
when they sold lead ore which realised about 11,000/. A dividend was 
also declared of 650/., payable on the 31st instant. 

The Sheffield Trades are depressed, with the exception of one or two 
branches, in whieh there is some reef observable. 

On Tuesday evening, Mr. Hadfield, M.P. for Sheffield, in the House of

«“TyunpERBOLTS ”’ —( From a Correspondent, )—I have been surprised to 
learn that the old notion of thunderbolts seems still to prevail ; or, to put 
the matter into more scientific Pasminey that during thunder-storms 
bodies of electric fluid are shot, occasionally, from the clouds to and into 
the earth, damaging buildings or other bodies in its passage, much in the 
same way as cannonballs would do. I am led to make these remarks, 
from having learned that a discussion has been going on respecting light- 
ning conductors for the new House of Parliament, or, more proper! 

speaking, the New Palace of Westminster. I understand that Sir W. 
Snow Harris objects to the old iron rod conductors, and recommends in- 
stead copper tubes. It is now several years since I veutured to express 
some opinions respecting thunder and lightning, while making a commu- 
nication to the Mining Journal on another subject. I do not now recol- 
lect what that other subject was, but think that it must have related to 
the explosion of a steam-boiler, as 1 expressed ~ conviction that, under 
certain circumstances, steam is resolved into its elementary gases, oxygen 
and hydrogen ; and, in support of this, I stated that I had noticed, when 
a locomotive engine was passing over perfectly dry ground, during sultry 
summer weather, the expended steam was invisible ; but when the engine 
approached a river, or was passing over wet, marshy land, that the steam 
then assumed its usual white, opaque appearance. I then expressed my 
opinion something in the following order—“ That, during sultry summer 
weather there is the largest quantity of water in the atmosphere, but it 
is separated into its constituent gases; that, when the atmosphere is very 
highly charged with these gases, some circumstance, most probably elec- 
trical excitement, causes these gases to reunite; that occasionally this re- 
union takes place simultaneously throughout a great extent of space, with 
explosive violence and flame; that a large quantity of water is thus 
formed, which descends in a heavy shower of rain to the earth ; that the 
condensation of large volumes of gas into water has a tendency to produce 
partial vacuum, which occasions such a commotion in the atmosphere as 
to cause a succession of loud reports.”” I understand that Sir W. Snow 
Harris has ascertained, by experiments, that irod rod conductors have 
been destroyed under circumstances in which his copper tube conductors 
have remained uninjured. This may be easily and satisfactorily accounted 
for. During thunder. storms, in the intervals between the violent explo- 
sions, small portions of oxygen and hydrogen may be re-uniting imper- 
ceptibly, except in a very dark night. These re-unions are most likely 
to be taking place in contact with an iron rod raised vertically from the 
earth to a considerable height. This must raise the temperature of the 
iron so much, that when a violent explosion takes place in its immediate 
Vicinity portions of the iron may ignite and consume, or, combining ra- 
pidly with oxygen, be dispersed in minute particles as oxide of iron, while 
the remainder of the rod is torn from its fastenings by the convulsions of 
the atmosphere, On the other hand, sheets of copper being formed into 
a tube, and raised vertically to a great height, woe actas a chimney, up 
which a current of air would be continually passing, and thus the metal 
be kept comparatively cool; in addition to this, it must be borne in mind 
that oxygen and copper do not unite with the same energy and intensity 
that oxygen and iron do. Thus it is quite possible that copper tube con- 
ducters =! remain uninjured, while iron rods are destroyed ; but whether 
buildings aving such appliances affixed would be safer during thunder- 
storms with the one rather than the other, seems to be altogether a mat- 
ter of doubt and uncertainty.

Dembinski, of Paris, has patented in this country, as well as in France and Belgium, 
some novel and ingenious arrangemeuts for obtaining heat, to be applied to heating 
or warming rooms and large buildings, hothouses, and to cooking and other pur- 
poses. The general principle adopted wy the patentee is such an arrangement of fluted 
or plain tubes, with tufts of wire passing through them, to be heated in any conve- 
nient manner as, while hot, can have water continually to flow over or through them. 
This heated surface being extensive, in proportion to the water to be heated, keeps the 
latter in a constant state of ebullition, and by passing it in that state through other 
pipes, so as to re-circulate over the heated surface, great economy of fuel is estimated 

y the patentee to be the result. A large square or circular flattened vessel is con- 
nected with a smaller one by a tube of small diameter at their upper part, and by one 
of larger calibre below; the steam and water, in a state of ebullition, passes along

COAL UNDER THE SMOKE NUISANCE ACT.—An information was exhi- 
ted against Mr. Fleming, Brewery, Camberwell-green, at the Lambeth Police Court, 
on the 12th February, 1855, for not having applied an apparatus for the consu 
of smoke to the furnaces of his copper and steam-engine. p 

Subsequently to the examination of his furnaces by the Government inspector he 
abandoned the use of the ordinary North Country, and adopted that of the Llangen. 
nech Coal; since which, it was admitted by the police inspectors, no smoke had 
been observable. 

It was not denied by Mr. Fleming that smoke had issued from the premises during 
the time the ordinary steam eoals of the North were in use; but it was asserted by 
one of the inspectors, who visited the premises, that the Actof Parliament required 
an alteration in the construction of the furnace, so as to consume the smoke, not- 
withstanding the use of a coal whic! was itself smokeless, That question was argued 
before Mr, Elliott, the police magistrate, and the following report, and the decision 
thereon, appeared in the daily papers the next day :— 

Mr. Parry, counsel for the defendant, drew the magistrate’s attention to a clause 
in the Act of Parliament, which stated that all furnaces at present in use, and here- 
after to be used, must be so constructed as to consume their own smoke; and ob- 
served that, without any re-construction of his furnace, Mr, Fleming had, since the 
information was laid, used only the Liang bh Smokel Coal, the same as had 

n used for many years at Sir Henry Meux’s brewery, and which was in effect a 
Perfect compliance with the Act; but, inasmuch as the inspector of police bad inti- 
mated to nis client that, without the application to the furnace of the smoke-con- 
suming apparatus, he would still be liable to an information, he (Mr. Parry) wished 
to take the magistrate’s opinion on the point. . 

The police magistrate (Mr. Elliott) stated that he considered the matter exceedingly 
no smoke caused, there was none to consume, and, therefore, 
no complaint woald aries under the Act. as shah
